Like a flash the bine column 
had vanished and not a sign was to be 
seen of the HO men. General Bacon’s 
voice could be heard above everything 
admonishing his men. 
“ Steady men,” he called, “keep cool 
now, keep cool.” 
Again there came a 
volley from the Indians and that was 
what the troops had been waiting for. 
The Krag-Jorgensens opened up with a 
frightful rattle just as the pillagers, 
made a terrific rush. 
Half a dozen of 
them dropped and the rest fell back 
yelling like fieuds incarnate.

Tile Spanish government is now fully 
informed through its commissioners of 
the exact extent of America’s demands. 
Whether these are absolute and not 
subject to abatement cannot be ascer­ 
tained here, for the responsible officials 
declare that it would bo extremely bad 
policy to make any admission on thi9 
point. 
Admiral Dewey is one of the most 
trusted counsellors of the American 
commissioners. 
Such information as 
he has been able to' collect has already 
been mailed to the commissioners, and 
in addition the authorities bere have 
cabled certain extracts from the ad­ 
miral’s observations which are believed 
to be of special importance just now. 
It is believed that w ith his usual mod­ 
esty, the officer has refrained from ex­ 
pressing any opinion upon the very es­ 
sential point us to tho extent of the 
American demands in the matter of 
territory in the Philippines. 
He has not directly suggested that the 
whole group be taken, nor that our 
claim be limited to Manila bay and the 
contiguous territory, but he has called 
attention to one very important consid­ 
eration which has seemed to escape gen­ 
eral observation up to this time, and 
which has been laid before the Ameri­ 
can commissioners.

INDIANS GAVE BATTU! 


They Fire Upon Troops Near 
Bear Island. 


SEVERAL SOLDIERS WERE KILLED.

S t. P a u l, M inn., Oct. 6 .—An uncon­ 
firmed rum or has reached here that the 
soldiers aud General Bacou have been 
massacred by the Indians at I#eecli 
lake. 
A Brainerd operator says this re­ 
ported m assacre is true. 
M in n e a p o l is, Oct. 6.—A special from 
Walker, M inn., says: 
A terrific battle 
was fought Tuesday morniug, 30 miles 
from W alker, at Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shirks 
Point, close to Bear island. 
The de­ 
tachm ent of IOO men under General 
Bacon was lauded on the point shortly 
after 8 o’clock. 
The landing was ef­ 
fected w ith considerable difficulty ow­ 
ing to a high sea. 
After landing a sor­ 
tie of the bush was made in all direc­ 
tions. 
No Indians were seen until 
nearly 11 o'clock. 
The men were then 
ordered to line up in an open space near 
the shore of the lake. 
Charges were 
draw n ana 
preparations 
made 
for 
i dinner. 
I 
'ine soldiers were standing in column 
i form ation w hen the first shot was fired. 
• The ball struck Ed Harris, ex-marshal 
of W alker, a half-breed. 
His arm was 
broken. 
That was the signal. 
Im ­ 
mediately the firing became general 
from all directions. 
It seemed th at a 
shot came from every bush. 
Three of 
General Bacon’s men dropped. 
They 
were a t once carried to tile rear. 
On 
the very instant th at the first shot was 
heard every man in the 
command 
sprang for cover w ithout w aiting for 
orders. 
Like a flash the blue column 
had vanished aud not a sign was to be 
seen of the bb men. 
General Bacon’s 
voice could be heard above everything 
admonishing his men. 
“ Steady m en,” he called, “keep cool 
now, keep cool. ” 
Again there came a 
volley from the Indians aud th at was 
w hat the troops had been waiting for. 
The krag-Jorgensens opened up w ith a 
frightful rattle just aa the pillagers. 
made a terrific rush. 
H alf a dozen of 
them dropped aud the rest fell back 
yelling like fiends incarnate. 
I don’t know how uiauy Indians 
there were, but there m ust have been 
150 or 2u0. 
Lieutenant Morrison, with 
a squad of 20 men. made a rush to pre­ 
vent the recapture of old Mah-Quod 
ana BapDway We Dub?. 
The m arshals had t"**se men under 
arrest aud a rescue would certainly have 
been effec.ed, but Lieutenant Morrison 
yelled “ C h arge,” aaa ms squad scat­ 
tered the copper colored gan g. 
By this 
tim e the troops were under cover. 
Suddenly a volley was fired by the 
Indians at the steam tug Flora, which 
lay off shore. 
A score of bullets tore 
through the trail woodwork of the boat 
aud every mail except the pilot sought 
cover. 
The Flora steamed for the agency un­ 
der orders from M arshal O'Connor, 
who was on board to get the 20 men 
under Lieutenant Hum phrey, who had 
been left there. 
O’Connor 
escaped 
death by a miracle. 
The Indians fired 
a volley directly at him. 
Lieutenant H um phrey’s men have 
already started for the front. 
The fire 
of the Krag-Jorgensens, 20 miles dis­ 
tant, was distinctly audible. 
It is re­ 
ported the loss was four killed aud nine 
wounded. 
O’Connor was put ashore in a hostile 
country, aud he ran four' miles over 
thistles and through brush to reach the 
Leech lake agency. 
All families are 
being rem oved from the agency at this 
place. 
A dispatch boat th at has just arrived 
announces that although they cruised 
up and down uear the scene of the bat­ 
tle for two hours they were unable to 
see a man, and fear th at all soldiers and 
officers have fallen. 
About IOO arm ed 
citizens, including the detachm ent from 
Brainard, are about to start for the 
scene. 
Orders were issued late last night for 
additional troops to go to Leech lake 
and 200 soldiers left for there on a spe­ 
cial train early this morning, reaching 
the scene of trouble early in the after­ 
noon. 
This is in accordance w ith a tel­ 
egram from A djutant General Corbin 
to Lieutenant Colonel Sturgis, assistant 
adjutant general for the departm ent of 
Dakota. 
W a sh in g to n, Oct. 6.—Secretary Bliss 
received a telegram last night from In­ 
dian Inspector Tinker announcing a 
fight w ith the Pillager Indians in Min­ 
nesota. 
It did not say how m any were 
killed. 
Marshal O’Connor wired A t­ 
torney General Griggs th at a general 
Indian uprising was im m inent.

P a r is, O ct. 6 .—The United States 
peace com m issio n held its usual session 
yesterd ay. 
The commissioners co n tin ­ 
ued tile conference w ith Major G eneral 
M erritt and practically concluded ail 
extended canvass of tho Philippine sit­ 
uation. 
The members of the commission re­ 
fused to disclose the view s of G eneral 
M erritt or Admiral Dewoy in regard to 
the policy to be pursued tow ard the 
people of the Philippines. 
Nothing 
could be learned as to w hether the gen­ 
et a1 or adm iral had recommended the 
retention or the evacuation of the Phil­ 
ippine islands by the Am erican foroee. 
The U nited States ambassador, G en­ 
eral Horaoe Porter, gave a dinner last 
evening to tile American peace commis­ 
sioners and to Major General Merritt. 
General Porter today will take the peace 
commissioners and their wives to V er­ 
sailles in a four in-hand coach. 
They 
will return to Paris this evening. 
W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 6.—It can be stated 
on authority th at the various stories 
published relating to the work of the 
peace commission now in Paris, wher­ 
ever they assume to indicate a failure 
of negotiations, a renew al of hostilities 
and the dispatch of a naval force to the 
Spanish coast are purely speculative. 
As a m utter of fact, the commission hat 
not progressed so far w ith its work as 
to w arrant attem pt to a conclusion as 
to the outcome. 
It is ivnt even possible 
to predict the lenghth of the session 
w ith any accuracy. 
The Spanish governm ent is now fully 
informed through its commissioners of 
tile exact extent of Am erica’s demands. 
W hether these are absolute and not 
subject to abatem ent cannot be ascer­ 
tained here, for the responsible officials 
declare that it would be extremely bad 
policy to make any admission on this 
(xii ut. 
A dm iral Dewey is one of the most 
trusted counsellors of the American 
commissioners. 
Such inform ation as 
he has been able tcrcrrUGcc has already 
been mailed to the commissioners, and 
in addition the authorities here have 
cabled certa in extracts from the ad­ 
m iral’s observations which are believed 
to be of special importance ju st now. 
It is believt*a that w ith his usual mod­ 
esty, the officer has refrained from ex­ 
pressing any opinion upon the very es­ 
sential point as to tho extent of the 
American demands in the m atter of 
territory in the Philippines. 
He lias not directly suggested that the 
whole group be taken, nor th at our 
claim be lim ited to M anila bay and the 
contiguous territory, but he has called 
attention to one very im portant consid­ 
eration which has seemed to escape gen­ 
eral observation ap to this time, and 
which has been laid before the Ameri­ 
can commissioners. 
That is, th at with 
all the advantages in a commercial way 
possessed by M anila, the place is inde­ 
fensible unless Subig bay be also held 
by the United States. 
This particular 
bay is. on the whole, regarded as being 
superior, from a strategic point of view, 
to M anila bay, and the Spanish govern­ 
m ent has evidently been of the same 
mind, for before the outbreak of hostil­ 
ities it was about to embark upon an 
extensive scheme of defensive works in 
Subig bay. 


SAILED 
FOR CHINA. 


T h e C ruU er B a ltim o r e and th e G unboat

M a n ila , Oct. 6.—The U nited States 
cruiser Boston and the gunboat Petrel, 
accompanied by the collier Nero, have 
gone to China. 
Owing to protests and petitions from 
m erchants of Manila, General Otis hat

operation of the new 
customs and traffic regulations anti) 
Nov. IO. 
The general has concluded 
th at the proposed schedule needs re­ 
vision before it can be consistently ap­ 
plied to the sm all section of the Philip­ 
pine islands now occupied by the Amer­ 
ican forces.

American occupation of Cuba would 
have failed of being complete and typ­ 
ical had not a Yankee newspaper been 
issued from the conquered city of Santi­ 
ago before the smoke of battle was fair­ 
ly cleared from the trenches, but such 
an opportunity for the demonstration of 
characteristic American push was not 
neglected. Scarcely had General Shat­ 
ter’s soldiers begun to patrol Santiago 
when the cries of the Cuban newsboys 
heralded the issue of the first newspaper 
printed in English in the Gem of the 
Antilles. The earliest copies of this his­ 
toric publication recently found their 
way to the United States and to Chicago. 
In the following salutatory Thomas R. 
Dawley, the editor of The Times of Cu­ 
ba, makes his bow to the English read­ 
ing contingent of Cuba: 
“ In publishing the first American 
daily in the island of Cnba we beg our 
friends and the public in general to ex­ 
cuse the many faults which we may 
seemingly or unintentionally commit. 
It must be remembered that Weare new­ 
comers among a people whose character­ 
istics and education differ from those of 
the great American people whose flag 
now floats over this city, not as that of 
a noisy conqueror, but as the protector 
of people desirous of seeing peace and 
prosperity once more reigniugover their 
island homes. 
We have already seen 
enough of your fertile lands, bathed in 
the sunshine of an eternal summer, to 
understand their productive capacity 
when peaoeand personal guarantees are 
once more established throughout the 
island. 
Those lands, beautiful as they 
are, show the unmistakable signs of dev­ 
astation, and we 
fully comprehend 
how they have been sprinkled w ith tears 
and blood in the past, but it does not 
devolve upon na to say who are the ones 
to blame for all this. 
• 
“As our name, The Times, signifies, 
it will be our duty to deal with the 
present and not the past. We shall not 
meddle with politics, for, in the first 
place, we have always f#und politics 
delving among such crooked paths as 
only to puzzle and bewilder na, and, in 
the second plaoe, we are not deeply 
enough versed in the situation here to 
know whether there are any well defin­ 
ed politics here or not We can only 
state that it has been the policy of Pres­ 
ident McKinley to establish peace in 
this beautiful island first of all, after 
which the people should be allowed to 
choose the form of government which 
they most desire for the protection of 
life, liberty and property. 
“ Regarding liberty, we are told that 
there is a diversity of opinions regard­ 
ing the meaning of this much cherished 
word, and, fearing that we may be ac­ 
cused of having political motives if we 
ourselves attem pt Its definition, we shall 
be content to use our own great country, 
the United States, as furnishing a model 
of liberty as enjoyed by an industrious 
and prosperous nation, where for more 
than 80 years we have had neither rev­ 
olution uor wars, and so bent we were 
upon the pursuit of peaceful commerce 
that none of our neighbors across the 
seas thought we were competent to 
wage war against a foreign foe. But no 
sooner did the occasion present itself 
than onr youth flew to arms, aud as a 
result we are here today extending our 
generous sympathy to those vanquished 
foes who fought as only brave soldiers 
can fight, without questioning the right 
or wrong of the country which it has 
been their duty *0 defend. 
“ Our soldiers respect them as sol­ 
diers, and now that they have capitu­ 
lated with all honors of war it gladdens 
the hearts of the im partial observers to 
see the many demonstrations of com­ 
radeship continually expressed by the 
victor and the vanquished as they meet 
either in the city streets, in the cafes or 
outside in the camps. 
May peace soon 
be declared between the two nations 
and industry and prosperity begin.” 
No American country newspaper is 
truly typical of its class unless it af­ 
fords the rural poet an outlet for his gen­ 
ius. In the second number of this in­ 
itial effort of Yankee journalism in 
Cuba The Times has devoted half of its 
front page to a 14 stanza dialect poem 
on Theodore Roosevelt. A small portion 
of the metrical contribution is here 
reproduced:

The humorist also falls into th 3 ranks 
alongside the poet aud shows the Eng­ 
lish speaking residents of the island 
that a man may be funny even in un­ 
regenerated Santiago. His theme is the 
time honored one of the editor’s per­ 
sonal tribulations, which are recited as 
follows: 
“ We must ask our many friend*! to 
excuse the appearance of this, Cuba’s 
first American daily. There is some­ 
thing in the climate or in the atmos­ 
phere of this blessed country whioh dis­ 
poses every one and everything to go 
easy. 
Even our American reporters, 
who have come down here to write for 
their papers and tell our people in the 
north all about Cuba, say that it is al­ 
most impossible for them to get an in­ 
spiration here. We hired an editor and 
two American printers to help us with 
our undertaking, but the editor, after 
sitting two days in the office, with his 
feet on the desk, smoking cigarettes, 
suddenly disappeared. 
We then made 
a personal appeal to our friends for 
copy, all of whom promised us their 
aid, but they no sooner grasped their 
pens to write than they were overcome 
by the magnitude of the task betore 
them. 
Several doctors were sent for to 
attend them, but the doctors, learning 
that there was something to do, also 
collapsed. In a freuzy we tried to turn 
out copy ourselves, and then we found 
that our American printers had also 
disappeared. 
After searching two days 
for these most important factors in our 
undertaking we found one of them over 
come and prostrated at the foot of the 
stairs leading up to our lodgings. 
Au 
ambulance was called, and the unfortu­ 
nate youth was taken away to the yel­ 
low fever hospital, where he since has 
been composing verses on the Cuban 
war. Our other printer, we are told, 
fell into the hands of certain Cuban 
liberators, who convinced him that life 
in the country was so much preferable 
to city life that he immediately joined 
them, taking to the woods, where he 
has since been living on mangoes and 
government rations. We have now suc­ 
ceeded in getting some Cuban printers, 
who have so far worked industriously, 
but we are in constant fear that they 
may be inspired with utopian ideas aud 
also take to the woods.” 
The typographical accuracy of the 
paper is concisely exhibited in the fol­ 
lowing advertisement:

The morning after the assassination 
of President Lincoln the telegraph oper­ 
ator of a small town iii Ohio read a 
passing dispatch which conveyed the 
sorrowful information to him. 
This 
speedily spread through the surrounding 
country, and at ll o’clock, when the 
mail train was due, nearly IOO men had 
congregated to buy a morning paper. 
As a matter of course not a single pa­ 
per remained, and all were iu despair, 
until some one remembered that the 
postmaster was a regular subscriber, 
and that the mail bag must contain a 
morning newspaper addressed to him. 
The coveted paper found, the aged j 
postmaster proceeded to read to the peo­ 
ple who had crowded into the long 
store the details of the murder. In the 
crowd stood a very patriotic but igno­ 
rant old man, who was ever making 
pertinent suggestions. 
The voice of the reader faltered more 
than once as he read the account, now 
so fam iliar to all Americans. Finally 
he reached the point where it was said 
of Booth that he “ shrieked out ‘Sic 
semper tyrannis,' leaped on the stage 
and made his escape.” 
Throwing his old poke hat upon the 
floor, the patriotic old man lifted his 
hand aloft and shouted: 
“ Good gracious! Why didn’t some­ 
body have seusc enough to stop the 
stage?” —Chicago Chronicle.

T he earliest copies o f this h is­ 
toric publication recently found th e ir 
w ay to th e U nited States and to Chicago.

D aw ley, th e editor of The Tim es of C u ­ 
ba, m akes his bow to th e E nglish read ­ 
ing contingent of C u b a:

II m ust be rem em bered th a t W eare n e w ­ 
com ers am ong a people whose ch aracter­ 
istics and education differ from those of 
the g re at A m erican people w hose flag 
now floats over th is city, not as th at of 
a noisy conqueror, bu t as the protector 
of people desirous of seeing peace and 
prosperity once m ore reigning over th eir 
island hom es. 
W e have already seen 
enough of your fertile lands, bathed in 
the sunshine of an eternal sum m er, to 
understand 
th e ir productive capacity 
w hen peace and personal guarantees are 
once m ore established th roughout th e 
island. 
Those lands, beautiful as they 
are, show th e unm istakable signs of dev­ 
astation, an d 
w e 
fu lly 
com prehend 
how they have been sprinkled w ith tears 
and blood in th e past, bu t it does n o t 
devolve upon os to say w ho are th e ones 
to blam e for a ll this.

“ As o a r nam e, T he Tim es, signifies, 
it w ill be o u r d u ty to deal w ith th e 
present and n o t th e part.

W e can only

copy, all of w hom prom ised us th eir 
aid, but they no sooner grasped th eir 
pens to w rite th an they were overcome 
by th e m agnitude of the task before 
them . 
Several doctors w ere sent for to 
atten d them , bnt the doctors, learning 
th a t there w as som ething to do, also 
collapsed. 
In a frenzy we tried to turn 
out copy ourselves, and then we found 
th a t our A m erican printers had also 
disappeared. 
A fter searching tw o days 
for these m ost im portant factors in our 
undertaking we found one of them over 
come aud prostrated a t the foot of the 
stairs leading up to our lodgings.

am bulance w as called, and th e u n fo rtu ­ 
n ate youth w as taken aw ay to the yel­ 
low fever hospital, w here he since has 
been com posing verses on th e Cuban 
w ar.

Mr. F o r tu n e F o r e s e e r R ev o lu tio n * ! lf 
O ur M ethodn A re Not C h a n g e d . 
There was n large attendance in re­ 
sponse to the call of T. Thomas For­ 
tune, president of the now almost ex 
tinct Afro-Aiuerican League of the 
United States, iu Rochester the other 
day. The conference was called to dis­ 
cuss questions of vital importance to 
the colored race, and tho result was tin­ 
formation of a society to supplant the 
Afro-American league. 
The name of 
the new oxganization, which is national 
in its scope, is the National Afro-Ame:* 
jean council. The object of the council 
is to take up the work for the improve­ 
ment of the colored raoe where it was 
left off by tile death of Frederick Doug­ 
lass aud adapt it to the changed present 
conditions. The conference was opened 
with T. Thomas Fortune of New York, 
editor of The Age, in the chair. Mayor 
Warner welcomed the members of the 
conference and in his address paid a 
tribute to the services of the colored 
soldiers in the war recently closed. Mr. 
Fortune followed and discussed at great 
length the attitude which this govern­ 
ment must take toward the inhabitants 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
in case of annexation. On this point he 
said: 
“ The management of the colored peo­ 
ple of the south has been a conspicuous 
failure. 
The race has been educated, 
but race prejudice has not abated. I see 
other black aud yellow people about to 
come under the care of this government 
Yet the sight arouses deep apprehension 
within me. 
The same old feeling that 
was exhibited toward the colored peo­ 
ple of the United States has been taken 
to them 
The southern sentiment that 
bas been carried into the new posses­ 
sions will result iu revolution in ten 
years unless care is taken.

COLONIES* NEGRO PROBLEM. 


M r. F o r t u n e F o r e s e e s R e v o l u t i o n * lf 
O a r M etliod tt A r e Yut ( ' b a n n e d . 
There was a large attendance in re 
sponse to the call of T. Thomas F or­ 
tune, president of the now alm ost ex 
tinct Afro-American League of the 
United States, iu Rochester the other 
day. The conference was called to dis­ 
cuss questions of vital importance to 
the colored race, and tho result was De­ 
form ation of a society to supplant the 
Afro-American league. 
The name of 
the new oiganization, which is national 
in its scope, is the N ational Afro-Arnee 
jean council. 
The object of the council 
is to take up the work for the im prove­ 
m ent of the colored race where it was 
left off by the death of Frederick Doug­ 
lass aud adapt it to the changed present 
conditions. The conference was opened 
w ith T. Thomas Fortune of New York, 
editor of The Age, in the chair. Mayor 
W arner welcomed the members of tho 
conference and in his address paid a 
tribute to the services of the colored 
soldiers in the war recently closed. Mr. 
Fortune followed and discussed a t great 
length the attitude which this govern­ 
m ent m ust take toward the inhabitants 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
in case of annexation. On this point he 
said: 
"T h e management of the colored peo­ 
ple of the south has been a conspicuous 
failure. 
The race has been educated, 
but race prejudice has not abated. I see 
other black aud yellow people about to 
come nuder tho care of this government 
Yet the sight arouses deep apprehension 
w ithin me. 
The same old feeling that 
was exhibited toward tho colored peo­ 
ple of the United States has been taken 
to them 
The southern sentim ent that 
has been carried into the new posses­ 
sions will result iu revolution in ten 
years unless ( are is taken. 
If you rule 
the black and yellow people in Cuba, 
Porto Rico aud the Philippines as th** 
south has been and is being ruled, you 
will have revolution upon revolution, 
ana you ongnt lo nave it. ”

THE ASTOR BATTERY. 


G en era l G reene'* H ig h P ra ise F or 
T h e ir G a lla n tr y a t M anila. 
General Francis V. Greene, who pass­ 
ed through Chicago the other day on 
his way to Washington, bas more than 
ordinary words of praise for the gallant 
ry of the men of the Astor battery in 
the final attack on Manila. 
“ The Astor battery was not imme­ 
diately nuder my eye, ” said the gen­ 
eral, “ but I know what the boys did 
and bow they did it. Nothing could 
keep them back. They were with Gen­ 
eral McArthur’s brigade, and after they 
had, from their position to the south of 
blockhouse No. 14, silenced the Spanish 
guns in the latter place they dragged 
their own guns through the mire to the 
blockhouse. 
When the charge was or­ 
dered upon the second blockhouse to the 
northeast of No. 14, the men of the bat­ 
tery left their gnus where they were and, 
drawing their revolvers, rushed upon 
the enemy. There was a sharp, fierce 
fight, bot the men of the Astor battery 
appeared to enjoy it immensely and 
were sorry when it was over. I never 
saw men more eager to fight. There was 
no reason save their own choice for their 
charging with the infantry, as it was 
voluntary. 
"It showed the spirit which animat­ 
ed the men of the battery and was the 
spirit wbioh was unconquerable, for the 
members of the battery swept every­ 
thing before them. I have nothing but 
praise for all the men in front of Ma­ 
nila, and I am not singling out this 
particular battery for the purpose of be­ 
stowing undue praise upon them, but it 
is not a usual thing for the members of 
a battery to leave their guns and join 
in a charge when they might as well 
remain behind.”—New York Herald. 


C aetlllan C o llin e . 
Oil and pepper are the two things 
that especially characterize the Castilian 
enisine. One of the favorite dishes in 
Cuba is "tasajo,” which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. * ‘ Tri pa a la Andaluza’ ’ 
is another preparation frequently seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis is 
boiled tripe, which is cooked with beans 
and potatoes, and always served with 
the small red Spanish sausage known 
as "Bntafarra Catalina.” 
A similar 
sausage, only black, is known as “ Bu ta - 
farra Astoriana.” 
"Chile con carne,” which everybody 
eats, is nothing more than a thick 6tew 
of beef (carne) and beans seasoned with 
chiles. Spanish "tortillas” are corn 
cakes flavored with red peppers, aud 
differ from the Mexican tortilla in that 
the latter, when properly made, are 
rolled in chopped vegetables. A salad 
a la Espanola is prepared of le ttu c e 
and celery, with a few sliced tomatoes 
aud peppers. Served with French dress­ 
ing it is very good. 
The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit­ 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables, aud look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, however, does not have the im­ 
portant role among the Spaniards that 
it plays iu French domestic economy, 
and is an article of secondary impor­ 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere long on home menus, and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New Or­ 
leans Times-Democrat.

RELICS OF THE FIGHT 


UNCLE 
SAM 
TO 
MAKE A SPANISH 
WAR COLLECTION. 


S p e c ia l A nent* to l|e Sent to Cuba. 
P o rto B leo and th e P h ilip p in e* b i­ 
ttie N a tio n a l Muweuni—Object* to Re 
G ath ered . 


The National museum in Washing­ 
ton is about to send special agents to 
Porto Rico, Cuba and the Philippines 
for the purpose of making collections il­ 
lustrative of the recent war aud of the 
present phase of American history. Such 
souvenirs are too apt to find their way 
into the hands of private persons, just 
as the bell of the battleship Maine is 
said to have passed into the possesison 
of a foreigu consul at Havana, and this 
sort of thing is what is happening now. 
Uncle Sam is very desirous of securing 
before it is too late a collection of memo­ 
rials of the Hispano-American conflict 
that will possess great historical inter­ 
est in days to come. It is realized that 
just at present the United States is 
passing through an epoch of its develop­ 
ment which will be regarded hereafter 
as most notable, and the period ought 
to be illustrated as completely as possi­ 
ble by a permanent exhibit in the Na­ 
tional museum. This exhibit will be 
ethnologic to some extent, representing 
the native peoples of the Philippines, 
Cuba and Porto Rico. The Philippines 
of course are specially rich in such ma­ 
terial, being one of the least known 
regions of the world. Many of the tribes 
in the archipelago have never seen a 
white man. 
In Porto Rico objects will be gather­ 
ed snch as will most suitably present 
the picture of the primitive arts of the 
people. The disturbance of war bas set 
afloat great numbers of heirlooms, 
which have been banded down in fam­ 
ilies for hundreds of years, and these 
things are often of high value as curiosi­ 
ties. Shut off on an island, as they have 
always been, the Porto Ricans are ex­ 
ceedingly primitive iu some ways and 
have advanced along lines peculiar to 
themselves. They have made their own 
machinery, their own arms and their 
own household utensils. Examples of 
these objects must be obtained before 
they disappear with the coming influx 
of American civilization and Yankee 
improvements. 
The same remarks may be made with 
regard to Cuba. As for the Philippines, 
one thing that will be done soon is to 
get to work with divers in Manila bay. 
In this way a tbonsand and one things 
of future historical interest will be re­ 
covered from the Spanish wrecks, which 
lie in shallow water where it is easy 
enough to get at their contents. The 
navy department would have the first 
right in these premises, but it will cer­ 
tainly do what it can to assist the pur­ 
pose of the National museum. Special 
requests will be addressed to Dewey, 
Schley and Sampson for personal souve­ 
nirs of themselves; likewise to Hobson. 
Things are wanted that will illustrate 
the victories of the Yanko-Spauko war 
and the men who won them. Objects 
of this kind will possess an increasing 
interest as time goes on. 
The varions appliances used by the 
signal service of the army will be in­ 
cluded in this exhibit; also an effort 
will be made to secure some of the ap­ 
paratus need by Hobson in his attempt 
to cork tho Santiago bottle. There will 
be objects of interest from Cervera’s 
fleet, and the ill fated Maine will not 
be forgotten. Everything that will stand 
as a memorial of the battles of the re­ 
cent war will be specially prized—as, 
for example, swords, pistols, machine 
guns, munitions of all sorts, shells and 
cannon injured or burst. The typical 
weapons of the present date will be 
shown. Then in the ethnologic display 
there will be included the primitive 
arms and equipments of Filipinos and 
Cubans. There will be a model of the 
harbor of Santiago, with Sampson’s 
fleet lying in wait outside and the 
doomed ships of the Spanish squadron 
biding inside behind the formidable 
batteries. 
It is earnestly desired to obtain for 
this exhibit models accurately repre­ 
senting the principal types of warships 
employed by the United States during 
the recent war—say, a battleship, a 
cruiser and a torpedo boat. Such models 
are built by the construction bureau of 
tho navy at the ship house in the Wash­ 
ington navy yard, from the original 
plans of the vessels, costing from $2,000 
to $8,000 apiece. They are on a scale of 
one-fourth of one inch to the foot, so 
that the model of the Colombia, for in­ 
stance, is exactly five feet long. The 
navy department builds such a model 
to represent each new class of its war­ 
ships. For example, there will be one 
for the three battleships just ordered. 
Every detail of the great ships is repro­ 
duced in the miniature, down to the 
smallest parts of the guns. An 8 inch 
gnu on this scale is just four inches 
long. The little boats and steam launches 
carried on the decks are as carefully 
made as their originals. Even the bat­ 
tle hatches—gratings of heavy steel 
bars—are reproduced. 
The exhibit will embrace models of a 
; war transport aud a hospital ship. 
There will be samples of the various 
kinds of gunpowders used in tho war— 
especially the smokeless powders, which 
are made in a variety of curious shapes, 
borne smokeless powders look like sheets 
of brown paper, other like strings of 
india rubber, and so on. Half a pouud of 


eacn son or pow aer win ne soown, ana 
the most interesting of the samples will 
be a charge for a I pounder gun recov­ 
ered from the Maine. Submarine mines 
raked up in Guantanamo bay, in a bar­ 
nacle covered condition, will be of in­ 
terest, likewise a Spanish rapid fire pro­ 
jectile captured at C avite. A few relics 
have been forwarded to the museum by 
Rounsville Wildman, our consul at 
Hongkong, one of them being a piece of 
a 6 inch shell that sm ashed the Spanish 
commandant’s house at Cavite on May 
I and destroyed over $100,000 worth of 
property, killing five men.—Reno Bache 
in Boston Transcript.

had, from their position to the south of 
blockhouse No. 14, silenced the Spanish 
guns in the latter place they dragged 
their own guns through the mire to the 
blockhouse. 
When the charge was or­ 
dered upon the second blockhouse to the 
northeast of No. 14, the men of the bat­ 
tery left their guns where they were and, 
draw ing their revolvers, rushed upon 
the enemy. 
There was a sharp, fierce 
fight, but the men of tho Astor battery 
appeared to enjoy it immensely and 
were sorry when it was over. 
I never 
saw men more eager to fight. There was 
no reason save their own choice for their 
charging w ith the infantry, as it was 
voluntary. 
“ It showed the spirit which animat­ 
ed the men of the battery aud was the 
spirit which was unconquerable, for the 
members of the battery swept every 
thing before them. 
I have nothing but 
praise for all the men in front of Ma­ 
nila, and I am not singling out this 
particular battery for the purpose of be 
stowing undue praise upon them, but it 
is not a usual thing for the members of 
a battery to leave their guns and join 
in a charge when they might as well 
remain behind.”

C a s t ilia n C u is in e . 
Oil and pepper are the two things 
that especially characterize the Castilian 
cuisine. 
One of the favorite dishes in 
Cuba is “ tasajo,” which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. “ Tri pa a la Andaluza” 
is another preparation frequently seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis is 
boiled tripe, which is cooked with beans 
and potatoes, and always served with 
the small red Spanish sausage known 
as “ Butafarra Catalina.” 
A similar 
sausage, only black, is known a s “ Buta- 
farra Astoriana.” 
“ Chile con carne,” which everybody 
eats, is nothing more than a thick stew 
of beef (carne) and beans seasoned with 
chiles. 
Spanish “ to rtillas” are corn 
cakes flavored w ith red peppers, and 
differ from the Mexican tortilla in that 
the latter, when properly made, are 
rolled in chopped vegetables. 
A salad 
la Espanola is prepared of lettuce 
and celery, w ith a few sliced tomatoes 
and peppers. Served w ith French dress­ 
ing it is very good. 
The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit­ 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables, 
aud look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, however, does not have the im ­ 
portant role among the Spaniards that 
it playa in French domestic economy, 
and is an article of secondary im por­ 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ero long on home menus, and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
w hat they are composed of.—New Or- 
eans Tiiues-Democrat.

The National museum in W ashing­ 
ton is about to send special agents to 
Porto Rico, Caba and tho Philippines 
for the purpose of m aking collections il­ 
lustrative of the recent war and of the 
present phase of American hi.-tory. Such 
souvenirs are too apt to find their way 
into the bands of private persons, just 
as the bell of the battleship Maine iR 
said to have passed into the possesison 
of a foreign consul at Havana, and this 
sort of thing is w hat is happening now. 
Uncle Sam is very desirous of securing 
before it is too late a collection of memo­ 
rials of the Hispano-American conflict 
th at will possess great historical inter­ 
est in days to come. 
It is realized that 
just at present the United States is 
passing through an epoch of its develop­ 
m ent which will be regarded hereafter 
as most notable, and the period ought 
to be illustrated as completely as possi­ 
ble by a permanent exhibit in the Na­ 
tional museum. 
This exhibit will be 
ethnologic to some extent, representing 
the native peoples of the Philippines, 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The Philippines 
of course are specially rich in such m a­ 
terial, being one of the least known 
regions of the world. Many of the tribes 
in the archipelago have never seen a 
w hite man. 
In Porto Rico objects w ill be gather­ 
ed such as w ill most suitably present 
the picture of the primitive arts of the 
people. 
The disturbance of war has set 
afloat great numbers of 
heirlooms, 
which have been handed down in fam­ 
ilies for hundreds of years, and these 
things are often of high value as curiosi­ 
ties. Shut off on an island, as they have 
always been, the Porto Ricans are ex­ 
ceedingly primitive in some ways and 
have advanced along lines peculiar to 
themselves. They have made their own 
machinery, their own arms and their 
own household utensils. 
Examples of 
these objects must be obtained before 
they disappear with the coming influx 
of American civilization and Yankee 
improvements. 
The same remarks may be made with 
regard to Cuba. As for the Philippines, 
one thing that will be done soon is to 
get to work w ith divers in M anila bay. 
In this way a thousand and one things 
of future historical interest will be re­ 
covered from the Spanish wrecks, which 
lie in shallow water where it is easy 
enough to get at their contents. 
The 
navy departm ent would have the first 
right in these premises, but it w ill cer­ 
tainly do w hat it can to assist the pur­ 
pose of the National museum. 
Special 
requests w ill be addressed to Dewey, 
Schley and Sampson for personal souve­ 
nirs of themselves; likewise to Hobson. 
Things aro wanted that w ill illustrate 
the victories of the Yanko-Spanko war 
and the men who won them. 
Objects 
of this kind will posses# an increasing 
interest as time goes on. 
The various appliances used by the 
signal service of the arm y will be in ­ 
cluded in this exhibit; also an effort 
w ill be made to secure some of the ap­ 
paratus used by Hobson in his attempt 
to cork tho Santiago bottle. There will 
be objects of interest from Cervera’s 
fleet, and the ill fated M aine will not 
be forgotten. Everything th at will stand 
as a memorial of the battles of the re­ 
cent w ar will be specially prized—as, 
for example, swords, pistols, machine 
guns, m unitions of all sorts, shells and 
cannon injured or burst. 
The typical 
weapons of the present date w ill be 
shown. Then in the ethnologic display 
there w ill be included the prim itive 
anus and equipments of Filipinos and 
Cubans. 
There will be a model of the 
harbor of Santiago, w ith Sampson’s 
fleet lying in w ait outside aud the 
doomed ships of the Spanish squadron 
hiding inside behind the formidable 
batteries. 
It is earnestly desired to obtain for 
this exhibit models accurately repre­ 
senting tho principal types of warships 
employed by the United States during 
the recent war—say, a battleship, a 
cruiser aud a torpedo boat. Such models 
are built by the construction bureau of 
the navy a t the ship house in the W ash­ 
ington navy yard, from the original 
plans of the vessels, costing from $2,000 
to $3,000 apiece. They are on a scale of 
one-fourth of one inch to the foot, so 
that the model of the Columbia, for in­ 
stance, is exactly five feet long. The 
navy departm ent builds such a model 
to represent each new class of its w ar­ 
ships. 
For example, there w ill be one 
for the three battleships ju st ordered. 
Every detail of the great ships is repro­ 
duced in the m iniature, down to tho 
smallest parts of the guns. 
An 8 inch 
gun on this scale is just four inches 
long. The little boats aud steam launches 
carried on the decks are as carefully 
made as their originals. 
Even the bat­ 
tle hatches—gratings of heavy steel 
bars—are reproduced. 
The exhibit will embrace models of a 
war transport aud a hospital ship. 
There will be samples of the various 
kinds of gunpowders used in tho w ar— 
especially the smokeless powders, which 
are made iii a variety of curious shapes. 
Fume smokeless powders look like sheets 
of brown paper, other like strings of 
indin rubber, and soon. Half a pound of 


eacn sort or powder win De snown, ana 
the most interesting of the samples will 
be a charge for a I pounder gun recov­ 
ered from the Maine. Submarine mines 
raked up in Guantanamo bay, in a bar­ 
nacle covered condition, w ill be of in­ 
terest, likewise a Spanish rapid fire pro­ 
jectile captured at Cavite. A few relics 
have been forwarded to the museum by 
Rounsville Wildman. our consul at 
Hongkong, one of them being a piece of 
a 6 inch shell that smashed the Spanish 
com m andant’s house at Cavite on May 
I aud destroyed over $100,000 worth of 
property, killing five men.—Reno Bache 
in Boston Transcript.

It will enable every­ 
body to enjoy the beauties of art which 
have been denied to them heretofore on 
account of their costliness. 
“ I have seen some of the work pro­ 
duced by the McDonough process,” con­ 
tinued Professor Mann, “ and can testify 
to its artistic value. 
It brings out the 
colors of nature with absolute fidelity, 
and the operation is simple enough io 
be comprehended by any intelligent 
amateur. In a commercial sense the 
process is bound to be of tremendous 
importance and will bring a fortune to 
its promoters under the patents which 
they have secured. 
I have no doubt at 
all concerning the practicability of the 
invention. In this respect it is far in 
advance of other processes for photo­ 
graphing colors. ’’—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

Standing on the quarter deck of the 
Baltimore the other day and gazing at 
the American flag over Fort Santiago, 
within the walled city of Manila, Ad­ 
miral Dewey said: “ I hope it floats 
there forever, forever. It is strange that 
we have wrested an empire from those 
people, and that with the loss of only 
a few men. Our navy did most remark 
able work. If I were a religious man, and 
I hope I am, I should say that it was the 
hand of God. I remember when we en­ 
gaged the fleet seeing shells fired direct­ 
ly at us, and I do not understand under 
heaven why we escaped. 
“ Then we came up hereon the Olym­ 
pia and sent them an ultimatum. In 
three letters that were written by Con­ 
sul Williams I told them if they fired 
another shot I would destroy their city. 
I demanded the surrender of some small 
vessels that scurried into the Pasig and 
which I believed to be torpedo boats, 
and I asked the joint use of the cable. 
We were close in and alone, but they 
did not fire and never did. 
“ I ani proud of these men under me 
and proud to be their leader. They are 
all efficient. I gave up the Olympia and 
sent her to Hongkong and came on the 
Baltimore. 
Here I find everything 
as efficient as on the Olympia.

It seemed th at a 
shot came from every bush.

American occupation of Cuba would 
have failed of being com plete and typ­ 
ical had not a Yankee newspaper been 
issued from the conquered city of Santi­ 
ago before the smoke of battle w as fair­ 
ly cleared from the trenches, but such 
an opportunity for the demonstration of 
characteristic American push was not 
neglected. 
Scarcely had General Shaf 
ter’a soldiers begun to patrol Santiago 
when the cries of the Cuban newsboys 
heralded the issue of the first newspaper 
printed in English in the Gem of the 
Antilles. The earliest copies of this his­ 
toric publication recently found their 
way to the United States and to Chicago. 
In the follow ing salutatory Thomas R. 
D aw ley, the editor of The Tim es of Cu­ 
ba, makes his bow to the English read­ 
ing contingent of Cuba: 
“ In publishing the first American 
daily in the island of Cuba w e beg our 
friends aud the public in general to ex­ 
cuse the many faults which w e may 
seem ingly or unintentionally com mit. 
It must be remembered that wear© n ew ­ 
comers among a people whose character­ 
istics and education differ from those of 
the great American people whose flag 
now floats ovor this city, not us that of 
a noisy conqueror, but as the protector 
of people desirous of seeing peace and 
prosperity once more reigning over their 
island homes. 
W e have already seen 
enough of your fertile lands, bathed in 
the sunshine of an eternal summer, to 
understand 
their productive capacity 
when peace and personal guarantees are 
once more established throughout the 
island. 
Those lands, beautiful as they 
are, show the unm istakable signs of dev­ 
astation, and 
w e 
fu lly 
comprehend 
how they have been sprinkled w ith tears 
and blood in the past, but it does not 
devolve upon ne to say who are the ones 
to blam e for all this. 
• 
“ As our name, The Times, signifies, 
it w ill be our duty to deal w ith the 
present and not the part. 
We shall not 
meddle w ith politics, for, in the first

upon the pursuit of peaceful commerce 
that none o f our neighbors across the 
seas thought we were competent 
to 
wage war against a foreign foe. But uo 
sooner did the occasion present itself 
than our youth flew to arms, aud as a 
result w e are here today extending our 
generous sym pathy to those vanquished 
foes w ho fought as only brave soldiers 
eau tight, w ithout questioning the right 
or wrong of tho country which it has 
been their duty fo defend. 
“ Our soldiers respect them as sol­ 
diers, aud now that they have capitu­ 
lated w ith all honors of war it gladdens 
the hearts of the im partial observers to 
see the many dem onstrations of com ­ 
radeship continually expressed by the 
victor aud the vanquished us they meet 
either in the city streets, in the cafes or 
outside in the camps.

The object of the council 
is to take up the work for the improve 
ment of the colored race where it was 
left off by the death of Frederick Doug­ 
lass and adapt it to the changed present 
conditions. The conference w as opened 
with T. Thomas Fortune of New York, 
editor of The Age, in the chair. Mayor 
Warner welcomed the members of the 
conference and in his address paid a 
tribute to the services of the colored 
soldiers in the war recently closed. Mr. 
Fortune followed aud discussed at great 
length the attitude which this govern­ 
ment must take toward the inhabitants 
of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
in case of annexation. On this point he 
said: 
“ The management of the colored peo­ 
ple of the south has been a conspicuous 
failure. Tile race has Leeu educated, 
but race prejudice has not abated. I see 
Other black aud yellow people about to 
come under the care <if this government 
Vet the sight arouses deep apprehension 
within me. The same old feeling that

Oil and pepper are the two things 
that especially characterize the Castilian 
enisine. One of the favorite dishes in 
Cuba is “ tasajo,*’ which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep­ 
pers and onions. “ T ripaa la Andaluza” 
is another preparation frequently seen. 
As the name indicates, the basis is 
boiled tripe, which is cooked with beans 
and potatoes, and always served with 
tho small red Spanish sausage known 
as “ Butafarra C atalina.” 
A similar 
sausage, only black, is known a s “ Buta- 
farra Astoriana.” 
“ Chile con carne,” which everybody 
eats, is nothing more than a thick stew 
of beef (carne) and beans seasoned with 
chiles. 
Spanish “ tortillas” are corn 
cakes flavored with red peppers, and 
ditfer from the Mexican tortilla in that 
the latter, when properly made, are 
rolled in chopped vegetables. 
A salad 
la Espanola is prepared of lettuce 
and celery, w ith a few sliced tomatoes 
and peppers. Served with French dress­ 
ing it is very good. 
Tho Spanish soups are as a rub* a lit­ 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege­ 
tables, aud look frightfully greasy 
Soup, however, does not have the im ­ 
portant role among the Spaniards that 
it plays in French domestic economy, 
anil is un article of secondary impor­ 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere long on home menus, aud 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New’ Or­ 
leans Ti mes-Democrat.

The National museum in Washing 
ton is about to send special agents to 
Porto Rico, C uba and the Philippines 
for the purpose of making collections il­ 
lustrative of the recent war aud of the 
present phase of American history. Such 
souvenirs are too apt to find their way 
into the hands of private persons, just 
as the hell of the battleship Maine is 
said to have passed into the possesiaon 
of a foreign consul at Havana, and this 
sort of thing is what is happening now. 
Uncle Sam is very desirous of securing 
before it is too late a collection of memo­ 
rials of the Hispano-Anierican conflict 
that will possess great historical inter­ 
est in days to come. It is realized that 
just at present the United States is 
passing through an epoch of its develop­ 
ment which will be regarded hereafter 
as most notable, and the period ought 
to be illustrated as completely as possi­ 
ble by a permanent exhibit in the Na­ 
tional museum. 
This exhibit will be 
ethnologic to some extent, representing 
the native peoples of tho Philippines, 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The Philippines 
of course are specially rich in such ma­ 
terial, being one of the least known 
regions of the world. Many of the tribes 
in the archipelago have never seen a 
white man. 
Iu Porto Rico objects will be gather­ 
ed such as w ill most suitably present 
the picture of the primitive arts of the 
people. 
The disturbance of war has set 
afloat great numbers of 
heirlooms, 
which have been handed down in fam­ 
ilies for hundreds of years, and these 
things are often of high value as curiosi­ 
ties. Shut off on an island, as they have 
always been, the Porto Ricans are ex­ 
ceedingly primitive in some ways and 
have advanced along lines peculiar to 
themselves. They have made their own 
machinery, their own arms and their 
own household utensils. 
Examples of 
these objects must be obtained before 
they disappear with the coming influx 
of American civilization and Yankee 
improvements. 
The same remarks may be made with 
regard to Cuba. As for the Philippines, 
one thing that will be done soon is to 
get to work with divers in Manila bay. 
In this way a thousand and one things 
of future historical interest will be re­ 
covered from the Spanish wrecks, which 
lio in shallow water where it is easy 
enough to get at their contents. 
The 
navy department would have the first 
right in these premises, but it will cer­ 
tainly do what it can to assist the pur­ 
pose of the National museum. 
.Special 
requests will be addressed to Dewey, 
Schley and Sampson for persoual souve­ 
nirs of themselves; likewise to Hobson. 
Tilings are wanted that will illustrate 
the victories of the Yanko-Spanko war 
and the men who won them. Objects 
of this kind will posses* an increasing 
interest as time goes on. 
The various appliances used by the 
signal service of the army will be in­ 
cluded in this exhibit; also an effort 
will be made to secure some of the ap­ 
paratus used by Hobson in his attempt 
to cork tho Santiago bottle. There will 
be objects of interest from Cervera’s 
fleet, aud the ill fated Maine will not 
bo forgotten. Everything that will stand 
as a memorial of the battles of the re­ 
cent war will be specially prized—as, 
for example, swords, pistols, machine 
guns, munitions of all sorts, shells and 
cannon injured or burst. 
The typical 
weapons of the present date will be 
shown. Then in the ethnologic display 
there will be included the primitive 
arms and equipments of Filipinos and 
Cubuus. 
There will be a model of the 
harbor of Santiago, with Sampson’s 
fleet lying in wait outside aud tho
